Palmer 
proudly  pointed  out  some  of  the  features 
of  her  residence:  "The  hardwood  floors 
are  sanded.  And  I  dropped  the  ceiling 
and  painted  the  wallboard."  Including 
the  basement,  where  the  painting  studio 


is  located,  there  is  2800  square  feet  of 
space.  "I  don't  feel  isolated,"  said  Pabner, 
"because  it's  only  1-1/2  hours  from 
Edmonton  and  Viking  and  Camrose  are 
nearby." 

Phyllis,  as  a  special  student,  audited 
courses  at  the  University  of  Alberta  and 
completed  all  the  work  in  1962.

July  1st  was  Canada's  birthday  —  and 
also  the  75th  anniversary  of  one  of 
Alberta's  historical  resources  —  "Old 
Main",  now  named  "Founders'  Hall", 
on  the  campus  of  Camrose  Lutheran 
College. 

Seventy-five  years  ago,  and  for  many 
years  after  that.  Founders'  Hall  was  the 
whole  College.  It  contained  classrooms, 
offices ,  student  residences ,  library,  cafe- 
teria, and  a  small  apartment  for  the 
College  president. 

In  1984  it  was  moved  to  a  new  location 
250  feet  further  back  in  the  campus 
quad  to  provide  space  for  two  new 
buildings.  It  fared  well  in  its'  move,  and 
today  houses  modem  administrative  and 
faculty  offices  as  well  as  three  classrooms. 


On  July  1st,  1986,  the  Honourable  Ken 
Rostad,  Solicitor  General  for  Alberta,  and 
MLAforthe  Camrose  Constituency,  attached 
a  medallion  to  Founders'  Hall,  declaring  it 
to  be  an  'Alberta  Historical  Resource."  A 
fitting  birthday  present  for  a  gracious  "old 
timer". 


To  strengthen  and  support  heritage 
activities  throughout  the  province,  the 
Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foundation 
has  established  a  regional  program  to 
enlist  the  support  of  heritage-minded 
people.  Participants  become  an  infor- 
mation and  activity  network.  This  makes 
it  easy  for  all  organizations  to  have  access 
to  what  other  organizations  in  the  pro- 
vince are  doing  and  to  mutually  support 
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each  others'  work. 

To  date,  two  urban  networks  have 
been  formed  and  have  been  functioning 
successfully  for  about  two  years. 

The  Calgary  Heritage  Network  has 
55  member  groups  while  the  Edmonton 
Heritage  Network  includes  53  groups. 
Each  Network  meets  several  times 
throughout  the  year  to  exchange  infor- 
mation and  give  one  another  support 
and  encouragement. 

More  recently  the  Foundation  moved 
to  create  a  link  with  Alberta's  rural 
communities  in  naming  five  heritage- 
minded  citizens  to  serve  as  regional 
representatives.  The  province  was  divid- 
ed into  five  general  river  regions  and 
one  representative  appointed  for  each 
one.  Donna  Coulter  for  Old  Man  River; 
Jeannette  Richter  —  Bow  River;  Shirley 
Swanson  —  Red  Deer;  Ben  Bosgra  — 


North  Saskatchewan;  and  Anne  Dixon 
—  Peace/Athabasca. 

We  welcome  these  regional  represen- 
tatives to  this  experimental  program  and 
look  forward  to  their  assistance  in  devel- 
oping a  rural  heritage  network.  For  more

Dominion  Hotel  Update 


The  last  issue  of  the  Cornerstone 
carried  a  cover  photo  of  the  Dominion 
Hotel  facade  being  re-created.  This  is 
the  completed  project.  As  a  bit  of 
background,  the  original  Dominion  Hotel 
was  built  by  owner  Robert  McKernan, 
'  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  Edmonton.  In 
-  its  day,  the  hotel  was  the  most  ornate 
building  in  town,  with  its  three  levels  of 
galleries,  each  trimmed  with  elaborate 
wooden  fretwork  decoration. 

When  Prohibition  came  into  effect  in 
1916,  the  Dominion  was  forced  to  close 
as  a  hotel  and  the  upper  bedrooms  were 
converted  into  apartments.  The  ground 
floor  was  taken  over  by  Backus  Feed 
Store  and  later,  by  Acme  Meat  Market. 
The  building  later  gradually  fell  into 
disrepair. 

The  Old  Strathcona  Foundation  pur- 
chased the  building  in  1980  with  the 
intention  of  eventually  replacing  it  with 
a  new  edifice  that  would  feature  a  replica 
of  the  old  hotel's  ornate  front.  Athabasca 
University 's  agreement  to  lease  approxi- 
mately 1,000  square  metres  of  space  in 
the  new  building,  made  the  development 
feasible. 

What  remained  of  the  old  building 
was  dismantled  in  1983,  and  work  began 
on  the  new  "hotel",  which  incorporates 


a  modern  four-storey  building  behind 
the  faithfully-recreated  Victorian  facade 
of  the  1903  Hotel

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McKay  Avenue  School 


McKay  Avenue  School  is  the  third 
brick  school  erected  by  the  School 
District  of  Edmonton  of  the  Northwest 
Territories.  It  was  completed  in  August, 
1905,  just  a  month  before  Alberta  became 
a  province.  The  original  (East)  eight- 
room  section,  which  was  built  at  a  cost 
of  $38,000,  served  the  educational  needs 
of  the  community  until  1912,  when  a 
four-room  addition  was  added  at  a  cost 
of  $68,000. 

This  venerable  institution  is  one  of 
the  few  remaining  buildings  which  pro- 
vides a  visual  link  with  the  early  history 
of  Edmonton  and  the  development  of 
the  Province.  Although  McKay  Avenue 
School  is  surrounded  by  highrise  struc- 
tures, a  number  of  historic  building  and 
sites  can  be  observed  from  vantage  points 
within  the  three-storey  brick  building. 

On  June  30,  1983,  after  78  years  of 


continuous  operation,  McKay  Avenue 
School  was  officially  closed.  Shortly  aftei 
the  closure,  Edmonton  Public  Schoo 
Board  trustees  approved  recommenda 
tion  for  restoration  of  the  school  to  hous€ 
an  educational  archives,  museum,  anc 
1912-20  classroom. 

In  addition  to  the  second-floor  archive: 
and  museum  project,  steps  were  takei 
to  restore  the  third-floor  assembly  hall 
which  in  1906  and  1907  seved  as  the  firs 
legislature  in  the  new  Province  of  Alberta 

Grants  of  money  and  materials  have 
been  received  from  the  Alberta  Historica 
Resources  Foundation  for  this  work 
The  Foundation  also  awarded  the  pres 
tigious  Alberta  Heritage  Preservatioi 
Award  to  the  Edmonton  Public  Schoo 
Board  for  their  efforts  in  protecting  anc 
preserving  our  precious  historical  re 
sources.

The  First  Edmonton  School  Restored 


The  first  free  public  school  established 
in  the  Alberta  District  of  the  Northwest 
Territories  was  build  in  Edmonton  in 
1881. 

This  httle  schoolhouse  was  built  for 
the  residents  of  the  Edmonton  settiement 
for  the  tendered  price  of  $968,  and  it 
opened  for  instruction  on  January  3, 
1882. 

The  school  served  the  children  and 
residents  of  the  settlement  for  over  20 
years  before  being  sold  to  private  inte- 
rests. Shortly  before  World  War  I  it  was 
moved  to  the  Rossdale  Flats  where  it 
was  converted  into  a  private  residence 
and  for  over  60  years  served  as  the  home 
of  the  Mawhinney  family. 

As  a  major  centennial  project,  restor- 
ation of  the  little  school  commenced  on 
January  15,  1982.  One  of  the  most 
difficult  aspects  of  the  restoration  process 


was  the  elevation  of  the  little  school  so 
that  it  could  be  securely  undergirded 
with  construction  timbers.  Another  was 
the  removal  of  much  of  the  siding  which 
had  suffered  the  ravages  of  the  1915 
flood.  A  more  interesting  restoration 
detail  was  the  removal  of  wallpaper  — 
all  26  layers. 

After  restoration  the  little  school  was 
moved  back  to  the  McKay  Avenue 
schoolgrounds,  just  100  meters  from 
where  it  was  first  sited.  Some  of  the 
exterior  and  most  of  the  interior  of  the 
building  have  been  restored  using  the 
original  materials.  The  brick  chimney, 
front  double  doors,  and  hinges  are  also 
original.  So  is  the  front  porch  which  is 
constructed  of  1881  timber. 

Within  the  schoolroom,  all  the  wood- 
work, except  the  floor,  is  original.  The 
blackboard  ledge,  wainscotting  and  all 
wood  trim  is  of  materials  first  used  in

Lower  Beaver  Lodge 
School 

In  the  line  of  progress,  the  Peace 
River  Community  of  Lower  Beaver 
Lodge  wanted  first  a  school,  then  a 
church.  The  school  was  built  with  organ- 
ized labour  and  became  the  church  and 
the  social  centre  for  the  neighbour- 
hood. 

Plans  for  a  school  began  in  1910  when 
it  was  decided  to  petition  the  government 
to  form  a  school  district.  There  were 
already  children  in  the  district  who 
needed  schooling. 

In  1912  a  log  building  was  erected. 
Billy  Johnson  contracted  to  build  the 
school  for  $125.  He  and  his  crew  had 
the  building  ready  for  opening  Sep- 
tember, 1913,  the  second  school  in  the 
Peace  Country.  Paul  Flint  made  the  desks 
and  the  Department  of  Education  pro- 
vided free  readers.  J.W.  Wilkie  was  hired 
as  the  first  teacher  in  the  new  school  at 
$600  per  year  with  an  additional  $20  for 
lighting  fires.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  Mr.  Wilkie  asked  that  grounds  be 
prepared  for  the  pupils  to  plant  a  garden. 

The  Heritage  Trail 
Gallery  Project 

The  Heritage  Trail  is  a  tree  lined 
pedestrian  walkway  which  runs  through 
downtown  Edmonton  along  the  edge  of 
the  North  Saskatchewan  River  Valley. 
The  Trail  is  approximately  1.5  kilometers 
in  length  and  serves  a  multiplicity  of 
functions. 

The  facility  is  primarily  proposed  as 
a  self  guided  outdoor  museum  of  Ed- 


monton's history.  The  Trail's  distinctively 
detailed  and  lighted  walkway  connects 
a  series  of  important  public  places, 
historic  sites  and  areas.  Each  site  on  the 
Trail  will  include  an  Interpretive  Gallery 
(or  outdoor  room)  individually  designed 
to  reflect  a  certain  theme  of  the  City's 
development.  The  themes  range  from 
the  development  of  Edmonton's  hotel 
industry  to  the  development  of  sports  in 
the  City. 

The  Heritage  Trail  is  a  component  of 
the  Program  to  Improve  Downtown 
Edmonton  (PRIDE)  which  is  a  program 
aimed  at  revitalizing  the  City's  downtown 
core  by  introducing  and  improving  upon 
existing  amenities  and  downtown  spaces. 

The  Trail  will  become  a  very  special 
place  for  all  Edmontonians  who  will 
not  only  obtain  an  appreciation  for  the 
City's  past  but  also  gain  a  beautiful 
recreational  facility.  For  further  infor-

The  idea  for  a  Centre  for  Petroleum 
Industry  History  arose  in  mid-1985,  after 
the  successful  completion  of  the  Petro- 
leum Industry  Oral  History  Project.  At 
that  time,  many  people  realized  that 
there  was  a  need  for  some  sort  of  clearing 
house  for  ideas,  information,  and  col- 
lections of  artifacts  or  archival  materials, 
hke  old  photographs  or  diaries,  on  the 
oil  and  gas  industry  of  this  province. 

As  a  result,  the  Centre  for  Petroleum 
Industry  History  Society  was  organized 
and  incorporated  in  October,  1985.  A 
Board  of  Directors,  representing  both 
industry  and  academics,  was  established. 
The  next  step  was  to  have  a  feasibility 
study  done  to  consider  such  matters  as: 
the  mandate  for  the  Centre ;  clear  identi- 
fication of  the  need  for  the  Centre  and 
community  support;  organization  and 


staffing;  fund-raising  plans  and  costs; 
location  of  the  Centre.  The  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation  pro- 
vided funding  of  the  feasibility  study, 
which  is  now  underway.  The  report  of 
the  study,  undertaken  by  the  historian, 
David  Finch,  will  be  completed  by 
September,  1986. 

The  Society  invites  your  opinions  and 
ideas  in  this  critical  planning  stage  for 
the  Centre.  The  educational  and  research 
function  of  the  Centre  will  fill  a  valuable 
gap  in  the  colorful,  vital  and  dynamic 
history  of  the  petroleum  industry  in  this 
province.

the  1881  structure.  The  18  inch  black- 
board platform  is  reconstructed  utilizing 
1881  materials,  and  one  window  frame 
(south-west  corner)  contains  window 
glass  that  is  at  least  80  years  old. 

Even  some  of  the  flaws  of  the  old 
building  have  been  faithfully  restored 


particularly  the  bow  in  the  wall  to  which 
the  blackboard  has  been  attached. 

The  sturdy  iron  hook  attached  to  the 
outer  west  wall  was  one  of  the  supports 
to  which  rope  and  wire  were  tied  so  that 
the  school  could  be  firmly  anchored 
when  the  North  Saskatchewn  River 
flooded  its  banks  in  1915. 
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Dear  Madam/Sir: 

I  read  with  interest  the  spring  1986 
edition  of  Cornerstone.  In  particular, 
the  notice  of  an  archaeological  survey 
and  test  excavation  undertaken  at  the 
Frog  Lake  settlement  caught  my  eye. 

A  sketch  map  of  the  settlement  accom- 
panying the  notice  was  originally  made 
at  the  time  of  an  expedition  to  Frog 
Lake  organized  by  my  father,  the  late 
Campbell  Innes.  The  sketch,  along  with 
his  other  papers  was  eventually  placed 
in  the  Saskatchewan  Archives.  The 
reprinted  version  has  been  redone  and 
omits  some  detail. 

The  historic  trip  of  1947  was  but  one 
of  many  such  trips  my  father  arranged 
over  a  period  of  some  40  years.  His 
main  interest  as  a  historian  and  educator 
were  the  pioneers  and  events  that  make 
up  our  fascinating  Western  Canadian 
history.  Accompanying  him,  on  this 
occasion  were  William  Bleasdell  Came- 
ron, one  of  the  two  white  male  survivors 
of  the  Frog  Lake  Massacre,  Everett  Baker 
of  the  Saskatchewan  Wheat  Pool,  my 
brother  Cameron  and,  I  believe  Mr. 
Taylor  from  The  Saskatchewan  Star 
Phoenix.  They  retraced  the  trails  of  that 
memorable  1885  year  and  were  joined 
by  others  who  were  rebellion  participants, 
and  Doug  Light,  now  Ethnology  Specia- 
list on  Plains  Indians  and  Curator  for 
National  Historic  Parks. 

A  biographical  account  on  my  father 
and  his  work  appears  in  one  of  his  early 
pubhcations  soon  to  be  reprinted,  "The 
Cree  Rebellion  of  1884".

Sometime  ago  I  recall  reading  in  The 
Cornerstone  that  you  were  interested  in 
receiving  old  pictures  of  pioneer  Alberta. 

I  came  across  a  snap  shot  the  other 
day  which  may  be  of  interest.  As  you 
can  see  it  shows  the  ingenuity  of  the 
pioneer  farmer  in  "harnessing  the  horsesf' 
in  a  Model  T. 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  explain  how  this  was 
accomplished  because  anytime  I  saw  it 
done ,  one  rear  wheel  was  jacked  up  and 
a  belt  wrapped  around  the  tire. 

As  to  the  people:  My  mother  is  at  the 
wheel  her  name  Mrs.  W.  H.  Collier  and 
in  the  rear  is  my  aunt,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Collier 
and  the  farmer's  wife  Mrs.  Dillaine. 

All  this  took  place  near  Viking  where 
my  father  and  his  brother  had  invested 
in  land  in  1915.  They  also  operated  a 
garage  and  Ford  agency  for  17  years. 

If  you  can  make  a  copy  of  this  and 
return  the  original  it  would  be  appre- 
ciated. 

Looking  forward  to  visiting  your  pre- 
mises the  next  time  I'm  in  Calgary.

All  Saints  AngUcan  Church,  Athabasca 
was  authorized  by  Bishop  Reeves  in  1906. 
He  suggested  the  new  church  be  a 
memorial  to  Bishop  Young  who  died  in 
1905,  and  to  all  the  pioneer  missionaries 
of  the  north.  The  building  was  started 
in  June  1907  and  was  opened  for  services 
that  fall.  Thus,  All  Saints  Church  is  five 
years  older  than  the  United  Church.  It 
is  still  being  used  as  a  church  and  for 
many  community  activities  every  week. 

I  enjoy  the  Cornerstone  and  am  very 
interested  in  the  history  of  our  country.
